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THE MOYNE REPORT 


HE recent Report of the Departmental Com- 
mittee on Housing presided over by Lord Moyne 
makes a substantial contribution of knowledge 
and practical advice on an important phase of 
the problem of improving housing accommodation for 
the working classes. Probably some modifications of 
the proposals of the Committee will be necessary, but if 
they are implemented by Parliament a great and com- 
paratively inexpensive step forward should be achieved. 

The first (a) of the two questions put to the Com- 
mittee—stated in its simplest form—was :—How to 
secure a proper standard of fitness for habitation of 
working-class accommodation of inferior houses not bad 
enough to be condemned for demolition by the local 
authority under the existing law ? 

The answer the Committee make—again stated in 
simple form—is that such houses should be transferred 
from private ownership to properly constituted societies, 
limited as to profits, who shall undertake the improve- 
ment, management and maintenance of that property. 

This decision results from the Committee's general 
condemnation of the manner in which such property is 
used by the tenants, managed by the landlords and 
controlled by local authorities. The Committee believe, 
from their investigations, that each of these disappoint- 
ing factors are interdependent and largely inevitable 
under private ownership. This condition of things 
has been known to those more familiar with such pro- 
perty. It has been aggravated of recent years directly 
by the Rent Restriction Acts, which have given some 
security of tenure to unsatisfactory tenants and _ in- 
directly by the housing activity of some local authorities, 
providing for the better class of tenants and thereby 
leaving a greater proportion of inferior tenants to be 
accommodated in dwellings of a less desirable type. 

The Committee’s recommendation is an attempt 
to deal with this. It has the merit of averaging the 
financial risks attendant on such property over a much 
wider area than is in practice borne by private ownership. 
It proposes to substitute an efficient and more en- 
lightened management for what is frequently inefficient, 
and, more important still, such control will commence 
with the property reconditioned on satisfactory lines. 
The proposal has the additional merit of removing from 
the field of private investment and speculation a class 
of property inappropriate for such opportunities. 

The more detailed method advised by the Committee 
by which this change may be accomplished is as fol- 
lows: the establishment of a Central Council acting 
under the Ministry of Health to assist the formation of 
-ocieties and to supervise and guide their accuracy, 
which is designed to be complementary to and co-or- 
(inated with that of local authorities. There is proposed 

¢ formation of societies, i.e., public utility societies, 
hose powers and duties shall conform to the statutory 
‘cquirements applicable to those bodies in regard to

The Committee make an important recommendation 
carding management. They advocate the system of 
‘tual obligation and responsibility between landlords 
1 tenants to which Miss Octavia Hill gave her en- 


thusiasm and name They do not define the extent of 
repair and improvement (reconditioning) necessary to 
bring property up to an appropriate standard of fitness. 
They do, however, suggest that apart from repairs it 
should include : 

* Such works as are necessary to provide in each 
tenement or house of good structure a reasonable 
standard of comfort and convenience at a substan- 
tially lower cost than would be incurred by the 
demolition of such tenement or house and the 
provision of a new tenement or house,” 

and that properties should not normally be acquired for 
reconditioning unless they have or can be given a useful 
further life of at least twenty years. (Par. 36.) 

Regarding the financial aspect of the matter, the 
Committee are not quite so happy. They are unable to 
advise State or Municipal loan assistance towards the 
cost of acquisition and reconditioning beyond the obvious 
limit of the reconditioned value, although it must be 
equally obvious that the cost in many cases may well 
be more than such value. To meet that difficulty, 
however, they advise, with certain safeguards to minimise 
risk and loss, loans even up to 100 per cent. of the 
value which should reflect both the probable rental 
and the life of the property, and that the loans should 
be made with State credit at a Treasury rate. 

It is of interest to consider some of the kinds of 
property to which the Committee’s proposal would apply. 
There is the property built many years ago, structurally 
still fairly sound, with sufficient or capable of being 
provided with sufficient, light and air space, but lacking 
generally in adequate sanitary and domestic convenience. 


There is the large class of old substantial town 
houses, formerly fine residences, now let in odd 


rooms. Here again, sanitation and conveniences are 
seriously deficient and privacy lacking; rooms are 
unnecessarily large, and as a result tend to become 
combined bedrooms and living rooms, accompanied 
often by overcrowding. There is again the more 
modern property badly built and deteriorating fast. It 
is to arrest this degradation, both of tenant and of 
property, and to relieve the community of a later and 
more expensive burden, that the Committee’s proposal 
becomes of such practical and urgent importance. 

The second question (6) put to the Committee was, 
briefly, to decide whether further steps were necessary 
to promote the supply of houses for the working classes, 
without public charge, through the agency of public 
utility or other societies. At the time when the Com- 
mittee was appointed, it was felt by many that the 


words “ without public charge” precluded any useful 
findings. The findings of the Committee on this 


second point endorse that opinion. The Committee 
state that their proposals under the first point of refer- 
ence ‘ will, if adopted, result in the provision of large 
numbers of new houses to abate overcrowding... It 
seems to us, therefore, that the extent of the prob- 
lems under paragraph (6)... . will be greatly reduced 
if our proposals under paragraph (a) are accepted.” 
The Committee go further, however, and have examined 
the proposals for a National Housing Board, operating 
through independent local public utility societies, 
as outlined by Sir Raymond Unwin and others. The 
scheme is not recommended, for a variety of reasons, 
principally, that the scheme seemed, in the Committee's 
opinion to ~ contemplate the almost immediate super- 
session of local authorities ’’ and, again, on the ground 
that “the Government’s policy of encouraging private 
enterprise... is only a few months old, and .. . it 
is premature at this stage to consider alternative 
plans for meeting a situation which could only arise 
if that policy should fail.”

NOTES 


It is almost a platitude 
to-day to say that on 
every subject the pen- 
dulum swings too far. It 
is truer, almost, to say 
that in a short space of time we seem 
to be back where we were, having 
travelled full circle. This thought 
comes to mind as we read in a daily 
paper the suggestion that there is a 
tendency to exaggerate the destruction 
of the countryside, and that the beauty 
of the suburban gardens probably 
far surpasses the wilder beauties which 
the gardens have displaced. “‘ Higher 
critics,’ we read, “are too prone to 
suppose that man’s interference with 
nature necessarily implies ugliness or 
that nature left to herself cannot be 
squalid when she tries.”’ 


Full Circle. 


THE next moment we read 
the accounts of the excel- 
lent work being done by 
this and that preservation 
society, and the National 
Trust. and then we realise that it is 
inevitable that someone will reply that 
the terror of ugliness is merely a night- 
mare, and affects only sensitive minds. 


Excuses and 
Reasons. 


There seems to be nothing funda- 
mental; everything merely provides 


opportunity for someone to exaggerate 
the other side, and the end is lost in 
the means. It is, we imagine, the credo 
of everyone connected with the art of 
building that man’s interference with 
nature should not imply ugliness. On 
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the contrary: it is his charter that 
beauty should, and must, result. It is 
difficult to imagine nature—or what we 
conceive to be nature—left to herself. 
becoming squalid when she tries. Our 
complaint is that human nature is 
responsible for much ugliness and 
destruction because it does not try. 
It is so much easier to be thoughtless, 
and so comforting to be indifferent 
when someone is certain to find 
excuses. Unfortunately, they are not 
reasons. 


SIMILARLY, in a crusade 
against ugliness in build- 
ing, or in any attempt to 
strengthen the position of 
architects, we expect con- 
temporary literature to prove that the 
architect is an incompetent fellow, and 
that architecture was at its best long 
before there were any architects. And 
in this connection surely it is a matter 
of wisdom—of how much the public 
does understand, and how much is 
necessary it should understand. There 
is a similar complaint to-day about 
War Memoirs. “ The multiplicity of 
records is bad enough, but with the 
addition of controversies and recrim- 
inations, and all on the grand scale, it 
seems that the interest of the race may 
be best served by some cataclysm that 
will enable it to make a fresh start.”

whether the functions of a Central 
Public Utility Council will have any 
beneficial effect on the housing question.

Its operations would obviously be very 
much inferior in their results to the 
principle of providing houses by private 
enterprise. The latter method co- 
ordinates all the building experience 
and responsibilities of the expert house 
builder who is content to give his 
individual and concentrated attention 
in consideration for a very reasonable 
profit. By the method of selling to 
occupiers houses which are produced 
at the lowest possible price, there are 
mobilised the private resources of 
occupier-owners who have the incentive 
to obtain their homes on the most 
economic basis and to maintain them 
in the highest efficiency. I do not 
entertain any confidence that to trans- 
fer the housing problem to a central 
authority for solution would meet with 
any substantial success. A good deal 
of delay would be experienced in the 
inevitable negotiations and discussions 
between the officials of such an 
authority and the officials of the 
Ministry of Health, all of which can be 
cut out, with some advantage, by 
utilising to the utmost private enter- 
prise in the provision of houses.”

Americans and English Architecture. 
Sin,—It is of great interest to architects 
n this country, if not, indeed, to many who 
e not directly concerned with this noble 
irt, to learn that the famous tower of St. 
Botolph’s Church, in Boston, Lincolnshire— 
known familiarly as Boston ‘‘ Stump ’’—is 
to be reproduced on a larger scale in Boston, 
Massachusetts. The ‘‘ Stump” is to Boston 

as the Campanile to Venice—a sort of 

Queen of the Waters.’’ Its height is 
288 feet, rather higher than the central tower 
of Lincoln Minster, and is easily visible forty 
miles away on the Norfolk coast and over 
about a third of Lincolnshire. 

Mr. Daniel L. Marsh, president of Boston 
University, U.S.A., states that there are 
nearly 15,000 students in this University, but 
the buildings are at present scattered in 
irious parts of Boston, as are the existing 
buildings of the London University. The 
\mericans propose to follow the English 
cheme now being carried out in Bloomsbury, 
ind place the whole of their university build 
ings on one site. Plans have been prepared, 
and the central tower of the new buildings is 
to be a reproduction of the ‘“‘ Stump.’’ This 
tower has been chosen as a model, firstly be 
cause it is so architecturally beautiful, and 
secondly because the authorities in America 
thought it would be fitting to make the 
entral tower of Boston’s principal seat of 
learning a replica of old Boston’s famous 
tower. The American tower will be 32Q feet 
high, and proportionately larger in its other 
dimensions, 

Such a step is a high compliment, and we 
may wonder what other building we possess 
we can offer to U.S.A. as a model. Perhaps 
a long list could be furnished, and it would 
be of interest if The Builder could give 
us “‘a list ’’ for submission to our cousins.

Sirn,—In your issue of August 4, under 
this heading, it would appear that in Lon- 
don and England generally, the one-pipe 
system of drainage is new and in the ex- 
perimental stage. It may be of interest to 
your readers to know that for the past ten 
years all buildings designed by me and 
executed in this burgh have had the drain- 
age carried out in the one-pipe system; 
this has been found very satisfactory, and 
is, of course, more economical. Regarding 
‘ong-length waste pipes without ventilation 
shafts, the Greenwood Anti-vak trap has 
surmounted this difficulty. I have used these 
traps with great success; they are, without 
doubt, one of the best and most simple 
plumbing inventions in recent years, and are 
worth their weight in gold.

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THE MOYNE 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT, 

Lord Moyne and the members of the 
Departmental Committee (the report of which 
was published last week and is summarised 
on page 233) no doubt set to work last March 
with considerable earnestness and a sincere 
desire to help to find practical solutions of 
the complicated problem of the slums. 


From the municipal point of view it is of 
particular interest to consider the paragraph 
(58) in the report which accuses local authori 
ties of a ** general reluctance to handle semi 
slum property." The Committee accuse 
certain local authorities of laxity ‘‘ in the 
administration of their powers against the 
owners of defective properties.’ Whether 
they are justified or not in this criticism, 
it is somewhat surprising that they should 
imayine that the Public Utility Societies are 
likely to be any more effective, or less con- 
siderate of private owners. ‘They do not 
appear to remember two fundamental facts. 
(1) That since the War local authorities have 
been responsible for the provision of approxi- 
mately 1,000,000 working-class dwellings. 
Public Utility Societies have only provided 
20,000 dwellings in the last 14 years. Of these 
12,000 were built by the organisation of 
which the late Sir Tudor Walters was 
managing director; (2) that local authorities 
have carried out housing to the capital value 
of over £500,000,000, and there have Leen 
singularly few cases of maladministration 
Out of the 302 Public Utility Societies regis- 
tered since the War, 89—or a percentage of 
28 per cent.—have ceased to operate. 

In face of these facts, the Moyne Committee 
recommend (in para. 70) that capital ad- 
vances up to 100 per cent. to Public Utility 
Societies should be made by the Ministry of 
Health out of funds provided by the National 
Debt Commissioners. They have put on one 
side the lessons taught by the Addison Act 
of 1919, when the Treasury hability was also 
unlimited, and suggest that the society re- 
ceiving 100 per cent. capital advance will be 
liable. ‘if the committee do not administer 
the money efficiently to be replaced. But by 
then public money will have been lost (para 
73). 

Furthermore, every borough treasurer and 
finance committee of a municipality fully 
realises that the public pocket is not bottom 


less. There is only a limited amount of 
money available out of taxation and rates 
for housing. If the allocated amount 1s 


exceeded, other social services suffer. The 
Government’s housing policy, right or wrong, 
is to concentrate municipal effort and public 
money on the clearance and improvement of 
slum conditions The subsidy offered for 
this purpose under the 1930 Act amounts in 
capital value at the maximum on the basis 
of the rehousing of five persons to approx- 
mately £300. The probable cost in 1934 will 
be over £5,000,000 

The Movne Committee recommend, how 
ever, that a new form of subsidy shall be in 
stituted. This shall be based, not on the 
number of persons rehoused, as under the 
1930 Act. but on the numfer of new houses 
or tenements considered to be necessary to 
abate overcrowding (para. 57). The new 
subsidies suggested are £5 per house, or £12 
per tenement, in both cases for 60 years. 
The capital values of the suggested new 
subsidies are £122 and £193 respectively. 
Everyone with experience of municipal hous- 
ing will realise that if the Treasury have to 
give out money with one hand to Public 
Utility Societies, they will be less inclined 
to give money on the other hand to local 
authorities, In short, we now take the risk 
of falling between two policies dealing 
with real slums and attacking semi-slums. 
If the Moyne Committee had directed atten- 
tion to simplifying the procedure in con- 
junction with ‘‘ improvement ”’ areas, munici- 
palities would have cause to bless them. As 
it is, a careful study of the report suggests 
that it will be the duty of the Association of 
Municipal Corporations and other bodies 
representative of local government opinion 
to advise the Minister that they view at this 
time with considerable doubt any new legisla- 
tion which is likely to dissipate financial 
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resources and cnergy. There is, undoubtedly, 
urgent need of concentrated effort, as Sir 
Hiuton Young has again and again pomted 
out. Sut it the recommendations of tlie 
Moyne Committee are given legal authority, 
local authorities will nave direct responsi 
bilities for- the work of voluntary housing 
societies, to which they will be called upon 
to pay a rate contribution (para. 60). 


Housing Board Rejected. 

The Committee reject the scheme for a 
National Housing Corporation proposed by 
Sir Raymond Unwin. The Association of 
Municipal Corporations informed the Com 
mittee that they considered it premature at 
this stage to consider alternative plans for 
meeting the situation which will arise if 
private enterprise failed to return to the 
nousing field. A National Housing Corpora- 
tion might (para. 116) have interfered with 
municipal housing. Indeed, the Committee 
state that Sir Kaymond Unwin ‘“ seemed 
to contemplate the ultimate though gradual 
supersession of local authorities by the Public 
Utility Organisation.’ Obviously such a pro- 
posal raised an issue of the first importance to 
local government, for housing is closely con- 
nected with the allied services of water 
supply, sewerage and roads, the responsibility 
for which must certainly remain with the 
local authorities. 

A point on which difficulty may arise is the 
suggested basis of compensation to enable 
privately-owned and badly-kept working-class 
houses to be transferred to public or quasi- 
public ownership (para, 27). The suggestion 
that such properties may be acquired on pay- 
went of an amount equal to the purchase 
price has the advantage that the basis is at 
any rate capable of exact and simple inter- 
pretation, but the criticism that has already 
arisen shows that this proposal is not likely 
to be accepted in any future Bill without 
Parliamentary difficulties arising. 

The Leport, however, does contain many 
suggestions which are well worthy of careful 
study. Undoubtedly, for example, the pressure 
of overcrowding might be eased, as is suggested 
(para. 98), by the provision by local 
iuthorities of lodging-houses or hostels with 
single rooms for unmarried men and women. 
Such accommodation has been provided in 
both Glasgow and Nottingham, and the 
example might well be followed elsewhere 
Similarly the Moyne Committee approve of 
the evidence received from the County 
Councils’ Association and the Rural District 
Councils’ Association emphasising the need 
for further propaganda as to the financial 
assistance offered for the reconstruction and 
mprovement of rural cottages. They sug 
gest that the Housing (Rural Workers) Acts 
of 1926 and 1931 might be amended so as to 
enable rents to be based on a slightly higher 
rate of interest than the 3 per cent. at present 
allowed (para. 100). There is also much 
wisdom in the view expressed (para. 61) by 
the Committee that the present cost of tene 
ment flats is excessive, and that there is 
urgent need for further examination of the 
technical and other problems involved. 

Undoubtedly the best part of the report 
is the paragraphs (18-23) dealing with the 
necessity of efficient and experienced manage 
ment of property. But whether rent collect 
ing by women who become friends of the 
tenants on a system initiated on a very smal! 
scale by the late Miss Octavia Hill fifty 
years ago is applicable to present-day con 
ditions on municipal estates is another ques 
tion. It is probable that a better form of 
management is by means of the women 
superintendents employed by the London 
County Council, and the women inspectors 
who have done such good work in Glasgow 

The recommendations of the Committee in 
their present form do not appear to have 
much chance of passing into law. They may 
form a basis, however, for discussions in the 
autumn with the representatives of local 
authorities, and if Mr, Neville Chamberlain 
can find the money in the next Budget for 
the additional subsidies proposed, a new 
legislative measure will have to be framed 
with more consideration to the work and 
experience of local authorities. 
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IRISH ROMANESQUE AND GOTHIC 
ARCHITECTURE 


SOME RANDOM NOTES. 
By R. M. BUTLER, A.R.H.A., F.R.I.B.A. 


Ix most architectural histories Irish archi- 
tecture is either ignored or else dismissed 
with a few lines, yet it possesses most inter- 
esting features, presenting a large field still 
open for research of considerable importance 
in the elucidation of early Christian art in 
Northern Europe. The early pre-Norman art 
of Ireland is notable, and may well prove to 
have a most important bearing on architec: 
ture and the subsequent development of the 
two schools, the one native the other Anglo- 
Norman, in the Romanesque and the Gothic 
periods, culminating in a truly national style, 
the late Irish Gothic. The following few 
random notes on certain examples of various 
periods may not be without interest. 


Christ Church Cathedral: Doorway of South 
Transept. 

This church, originally a Danish founda- 
tion, was built upon a site given by Sitricus, 
the Danish King of Dublin; it was rebuilt by 
the Anglo-Norman invaders, Richard de 
Clare, Earl of Strigul, surnamed ‘“ Strong 


bow,”’ Robert FitzStephen, and Raymond le 


Gros, in conjunction with St. Lawrence 
O’Toole, the Irish Archbishop of Dublin, 
and became a Priory of the Arroasian 
Canons, under the dedication of the Holy 
and Undivided Trinity. In 1878 the restora 
tion or rebuilding of the church was com 
pleted under the direction of George Ed 
mund Street, R.A. Of the Norman work 
remaining, the south transept gable wall is 
the most important, the doorway is original 
it is typical Norman work, just as the later 
thirteenth-century work in the nave is typical! 
Early English: hardly in any part. does 
Christ Church betray any sign of native 
Irish influence, which had markedly 
characteristic features during, not only the 
Romanesque, but the Gothic period. During 
the whole time the influence of the two 
schools, the Anglo-Norman and the Irish 
may be seen, almost side by side, as it were. 
This may be clearly perceived if we compare 
the doorway of Christ Church Cathedral with 
that of Clonfert Cathedral, also illustrated 


for purpose of comparison: the latter is 
generally regarded as the finest Roman- 
esque doorway in Ireland, and very typical 
of the Irish rendering of the style. It

The Tall Cross at Monasterboice. 

This cross is one of three at Monasterboice. 
and is typical of the unique and extensive 
series of high crosses in Ireland dating 
mainly from the eighth, ninth and tenth 
centuries. The crosses found in Ireland are 
of many and varied forms, from the ple 
early incised slab crosses to elaborate and 
richly carved high crosses. Of t gh 
crosses, some are long and slender, as the tal] 
cross at Monasterboice, which measures 2] ft, 


6in, in height, while others are shorter and 
sturdier; but all conform more or less to a 
definite type and style of ornamentation, and 
many show indications of Eastern influence. 
The cross illustrated lacks the tapering 
square base or die, which is a very common 
feature. The figure and pattern sculpture of 
these crosses is distinctive in type. Professor 
R. A. S. Macalister, F.S.A., attributes its 
derivation to Coptic altar frontals. 


St. Brigid’s Cathedral, Kildare. 

This church presents decidedly Irish 
features and is of a somewhat unusual type. 
It is constructed more or less as a fortress, 
with steps on the gables, also a sort of double 
wall in the nave, which is joined to the 
main wall between the windows, carried on 
arches and forming buttresses. Above the 
windows there is a narrow slit between the 
two walls through which lead might be 
poured by the defenders. Kildare Cathedral 
had fallen into a ruinous state, and was 
restored by George Edmund Street over fifty 
years ago. 


Holy Cross Abbey, Co. Tipperary. 


Another interesting church, and verv 
typical of the late Irish Gothic, is the Ciste1 
cian Abbey of Holy Cross, on the banks of 
the River Suir, County Tipperary. The most 
interesting features of the church belong to 


this late period. The plan is the usual 
Cistercian one, and in the interior are some 
rich and striking details, notably the sedilia 
and the tomb or ‘‘ Monks’ waking place,”’ in 
detail quite unlike English Gothic, but having 
a marked affinity to southern European, 
Spanish or Portuguese; indeed, there was 


much intercourse between Ireland and Spain. 
Salamanca being an Irish foundation. The 
window tracery of reticulated or flamboyant 
form is likewise very foreign in appearance. 
The low and massive square tower over the 
crossing was a very usual feature in Ire 
land, generally finished with battlem: if 
native and special type. 

The Round Tower, Timahoe. 

The round tower at Timahoe exemplifies a 
notable type of early Christian architecture in 
Ireland. No other feature of Irish archiitec- 
ture gave rise to more speculation as to its 
origin and use. In the beginning of th: 1e- 
teenth century it was asserted that ere 
were no fewer than 118 round tow 
existence, and there are still about 
maining. Round towers are, of course, no 
means peculiar to Ireland, examples ng 
found in the East, in Italy, and in Scotland; 
but it is safe to say that nowhere ©'se 
is such a remarkable series of a defrite 
type found.

The illustrations of this early Romanesque 
church with chance], at Kilmalkeadar, Co. 
Kerry, depict one of the best examples of 
early type of church with chancel, still 
numerous in Ireland, and shows several of the 
characteristic features, the battered plinth, 
the ante, the high-pitched gable, etc. The 
doorway is of simple, ornamental character: 
the most remarkable feature is, however, the 
Square-headed or trabeated internal recessed 
wall panelling of stone along the sides, with 
rectangular tapered piers and lintels, very 
suggestive of Greek derivation. The accom- 
panying photograph illustrates the doorway, 
some details, and an early inscribed pillar 
stone. It is remarkable that in Ireland there 
is not a single instance of an apse of circulai 
or polygonal form, either in Romanesque or 
Gothic work, the chancels being invariably 
square-ended ; but the late Sir Thomas Deane, 
R.H.A., Inspector of National Monuments, in 
his annual report published in 1878, asserted 
that he had found at Kilmalkeadar, and also 
at Cormac’s Chapel, Cashel, certain stones 
which might well have been the foundations 
of an earlier semi-circular apse, but unfortu- 
nately, from that day to this, no steps have 
been taken to verify the correctness or other 
wise of what was merely a conjecture on his 
part, though an extremely suggestive one 
Kilmalkeadar and district are associated with 
St. Brendan, the founder of Clonfert, who

This district is remarkable for the numerous 
circular bee-hive cells, or early Christian 
oratories, built on the corbel arch system, 
usually found in groups, as on the rocky 
island of Skellig Michael off the coast of 
Kerry, as well as on the mainland at Ventry 
and elsewhere, recalling the Coptic monastic 
settlements, and in form the Micenean tombs.

St, Doulough’s Church. 

St. Doulough’s Church, a few miles from 
Dublin, is an extremely interesting combina- 
tion of church and living rooms under one 
stone roof. St. Doulough flourished about 
a.p, 600, but of its real history little is known ; 
it may have contained his ‘‘ tomb ’”’; it has 
been much altered and added to from time to 
time. The square tower, apparently mainly 
thirteenth-century, has medieval battlements 
Besides the room in the tower, the church 
contains two chapels on the ground floor and 
a room with a fireplace approached by a cir 
cular stair, with a recess opening off it. A 
modern addition was built in 1864.

““ Kay Bee House,"’ Charles-street, Leicester. 

These premises have been erected 
on a site which runs through to Colton 
street. The building consists of three 
floors with a small heating chamber below 
ground-floor level. Each floor is adequately 
lit both at front and rear, whilst additional 
light is obtained from two flanking areas 
adjoining each neighbouring property. 

The ground floor is subdivided into two 
departments, main showroom, and packing 
room and goods entrance. The first floor is 
solely used for showroom purposes, whilst 
the ‘top joor consists of offices and work- 
rooms, etc. Ultimately the workroom will 
be housed in a further story in the roof with 
top lights. 

The building is a steel-framed structure 
with pre-cast concrete floors and brick panel 
fillings between stanchions and _ beneath 
windows. The floors in the showrooms are 
oak fixed on wood fillets. The walls are 
finished in plaster, and decorated with water 
paint. The facade to Charles-street is faced 
with artificial Portland stone. Ultimately, a 
green Roman tiled roof will complete this 
elevation. Steel casements have been used 
throughout, and lead panels, between first 
and second-floor windows to Charles-street 
form a feature of interest, along with the 
wrot-iron balcony railings at first floor level 

The general contractor was Mr. F. J 
Bradford, Leicester, and Messrs Syming 
ton, Prince and Pike, Leicester, were the 
architects 


First Church of Christ, Scientist, Tunbridge 
Wells. 

This building is circular in plan, 80 ft 
in diameter, divided into two semicircles by 
a wall running north and south. The whole 
of the front, or eastern, half consists of the 
main auditorium, seating 350 on tiers rising 
to a gallery at the curved outer wall. Under 
this gallery is a colonnade, or curved porch, 
open to the forecourt and leading to north 
ind south entrance halls, which give access 
to the auditorium, to the gallery by stair- 
eases, and to the rooms in the back. o% 
western, semicircle. The latter consist of a 
Sunday school assembly room, fan-shaped, lit 
by clerestory windows over small classrooms 
grouped round the outer curve, and an inne 
hall similarly lit over cloakrooms. The 
readers’ rooms are above a store room, and 
have direct aceess to the platform in the 
auditorium. 
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The construction is of reinforced concrete 
with piers and beams finished white and left 
to show, the external panels being filled with 
multi-coloured bricks, precast concrete 
window units to the auditorium, and metal 
windows to other rooms. The glazing to the 
auditorium is pale amber in colour; the seat- 
ing, panelling (to dado height in the gallery) 
and flush doors throughout are in British 
Columbian pine; the flooring is blue rubber ;

Central Public Utility Council. 

A strong Central Public Utility Council 
should be appointed by the Minister of 
Health. The Council should consist of not 
more than five persons, including the chair- 
man. They should be paid on a part-time 
basis, and should include at least one member 
with special financial qualifications. The staff 
should be appointed by the Minister. 

The post of chairman should be filled, if 
possible, by some eminent person of standing 
and experience both of municipal and volun- 
tary housing activities. 

The principal functions of the Central 
Council are set out in paragraph 80 of the 
Report. 

The Council might usefully consider the pro- 
motion of a non-statutory housing association 
or league for propaganda and as a common 
meeting ground for municipal and voluntary 
workers interested in housing. The Minister 
should be authorised to make a small grant 
for this purpose. (Paras. 79-81.) 


Approval of Public Utility Societies. 
Approved public utility societies should 
work in close co-operation with the local 
authorities. Before recommending such 
societies for the Minister’s approval, the 
Central Public Utility Council should normally 
he satisfied that the committee of management 
includes either members of the local authority 
or other persons experienced in local govern- 
ment; in some cases a representative of any 
local building society should be invited to 
become a member of the committee of manage. 
ment. The Central Council should he satisfied 
that the managing personnel is such that the 
society can be relied on to carry out with 


businesslike efficiency the public service 
to be entrusted to them. (Paras. 40, 75, 
79, 80.) 

Basis of compensation, procedure, and 
safeguards for owners are dealt with in 


various paragraphs. 


Rehousing Accommodation. 

In urban areas, rehousing accommodation 
should be provided to abate overcrowding in 
the acquired houses, and, where rehousing is 
to be provided by an approved public utility 
societv, the site should he acquired on their 
hehalf hy the local authority. In the case of 
refusal or undue delay on the part of the local 
authority, compulsory powers should be made 
exerciseable hy the society, as recommended 
in regard to pronerties to he acquired for re- 
conditioning. (Paras. 52-54.) 


Proposed Rehousing Subsidy. 

Exchequer grant should he available in 
urban areas in aid of the rehonsing accommo 
dation provided to ahate overcrowding in the 
acauired houses. (Para. 52.) 

Where such rehousing is provided by an 
approved public utility society in tenements 
of more than three stories on exnensive sites 
(as defined in section 26 of the Honsing Act. 
1930). the snbsidv should he £12 per tenement 
for 60 years. (Para. 57.) 

Where the rehousing is provided by such a 
society in anv other new accommodation, the 
subsidy should be £5 per house for 60 vears. 
(Para. 57.) 

In each case the subsidies should he subject 
to revision in the circumstances contemplated 
in paragraph 61 of the Report. 

Where the rehonsing is provided by a local 
authoritv, the authority should be required 
to make a contribution from the rates, and 
the Exchequer subsidy should he correspond. 
ingly reduced. <A smaller rate contribntion 
than that pavable under the Act of 1930 mav 
be considered appropriate, but no recom- 
mendation is made as to the amount of the 
contribution, which is a matter to be settled 


by the Minister after consultation with the 
local authorities. (Para. 60.) 


Condition of Subsidy. 


The principal condition on which these sub- 
sidies should be payable should be that the 
rents to be charged should not exceed on the 
average 2s. Qd. (exclusive of rates) per 
habitable room in tenements of more than 
three stories on expensive sites, and 1s, 6d. 
(exclusive of rates) per habitable room in any 
other new scttnenialadiie (Paras. 55-56.) 

These rent conditions would mean an 
average rent of 8s. 3d. per week (exclusive of 
rates) for a normal three-roomed tenement 
and of 6s. per week (exclusive of rates) for a 
normal three-bedroomed house. (Para. 57.) 

The subsidies recommended above are 
related to these rents, as explained in para 
graph 57 of the Report. 


Loan Facilities for Approved Public Utility 
Societies. 

The Central Financing Authority should be 
empowered to advance to approved public 
utility societies the sums required to enable 
the societies to acquire and recondition the 
acquired properties, provided that the loan 
charges on the amount advanced should not 
exceed the estimated rental income of the pro- 
perties after overcrowding has been abated 
and an adequate allowance has been made for 
repairs, maintenance, etc (Paras. 66-67.) 

The table contained in paragraph 67 of the 


Report shows the maximum permissible 
advances under the proposals on certain 
assumptions, 


Expenditure on any more extensive repairs 
or improvements than can be made out of an 
advance so limited will fall to be met from 
the societies’ own funds. (Para. 68.) 

In some cases the societies may be able to 
obtain financial assistance from the local 
authorities. (Para. 68.) 

The Central Financing Authority should be 
empowered to make advances to approved 
public utility societies for the provision of 
new accommodation to rehouse persons dis 
placed to ahate overcrowding in the acquired 
houses. The power to make advances should 
extend up to 100 per cent. of the estimated 
value of the properties, but advances should 
normally he limited to an amount not exceed 
ing 90 per cent., the balance of 10 per cent 
heing obtained from the issne of shares hear 
ing interest not exceeding 5 per cent. (Atten- 
tion is drawn to the calculations in para- 
graph 69 of the Report.) (Para. 69.) : 

The Central Financing Authority, Margin 
for Administrative Expenses, and Common 
Zeserve Fund are subjects dealt with in a 
number of paragraphs. 


Rural Housing. 

Greater use should be made of the facilities 
provided by the Housing (Rural Workers) 
Acts, 1925 and 1931. 

The Acts should be amended so as to enable 
the permitted increase of rent to be based on 
the same rate of interest as that which is pre 
scribed (at present 4 per cent.) for advances 
made to the owners by authorities under the 
Acts. The authorities administering the Acts 
should he empowered to acquire on the refund 
basis of compensation pronerties which are 
suitable for treatment under the Acts, re 
condition them themselves, and draw the 
State subsidy which is at present pavable 
under the Acts. Overcrowding in ths acauired 
honses in rural areas should normally be 
abated by an addition of rooms as part of the 
work of reconditioning. The recommenda- 
tions, therefore, in regard to new building to 
ahate overcrowding in the acquired houses in 
urban areas are not extended to rural areas. 


(Paras. 99-104.) 


Voluntary Schemes by Private Owners and 
Public Utility Societies. 


Private owners of pronertv, including 
public utility societies, should he given 
the statutory right to snl-mit voluntary 


clearance or improvement schemes direct to 
the Minister, provided that such schemes are 
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limited (a) to schemes agreed with all owners 
and lessees, and (4) to properties not included 
in clearance areas under the local authorities’ 
five-year programmes. The Minister, before 
approving the schemes, should obtain the 
views of the local authority and arrange for 
an inspection of the properties. 

The Minister should be empowered to pay 
subsidy (on the reduced basis recommended 
above) in aid of rehousing accommodation 
provided by local authorities or public utility 
societies for persons displaced from properties 
required under the scheme to be demolished 
or to abate over rowding in houses to be re- 
conditioned, provided that the special con 
ditions as to renta, etc., are observad

sey (308), and Wandsworth (105). 

In spite of the high subsidy, the great 
majority of the flats provided in London 
County under the 1930 Act are on account of 
their high rents out of reach of the poorer 
classes. The only three-roomers let at 
12s. 6d., or less, inclusive of rates, are the 
six provided by the Kensington Borough 
Council at 10s. The cheapest outside Ken- 
sington are let at 13s. in Poplar, and 13s. 6d. 
in Bermondsey and Wandsworth, whereas in 
Kensington a four-roomer can be got for 13s. 
In the absence of any published statement of 
the finances of the schemes concerned, it is 
lifficult to understand why any of the rents 
should be so much higher than in Kensing 
ton, where the average all-in cost per flat was 
so high as £730, and the annual charge to the 
rates is limited to the legal minimum, £3 15s. 
per flat per annum. 


State-Aided Private Enterprise 

The output of State-aided private enterprise 
still remains almost negligible in comparison 
with its average of 6,000 houses per annum 
before 1929. The output of the last six 
months was only 108, and that of the last 12 
months only 143 dwellings; and in the 8} 
years since the 1924 Act was passed only 
1,873 houses have been built by private 
enterprise subsidised under that Act, includ- 
ing 472 built by Public Utility Societies. 

A new feature of the campaign is the first 
contribution of dwellings provided by private 
enterprise aided by a grant under the 1930 
Act, viz., 66 flats built by the St. Pancras 
House Improvement Society. 

In this scheme the Society charge an in 
clusive rent of lls. 6d. for a three-roomer, 
whereas in their schemes under the 1924 Act 
the corresponding rent is 13s. 6d. 


Small Houses Built Without Subsidy. 


A decline in the half-yearly output of small 
houses built without subsidy had set in after 
March, 1931, but a turning-point was reached 
last half-year, when the output was 19,861 
houses against 16,744 in the previous half- 
year. In annual output, however, the turn- 
ing-point has not yet been reached: the 
figures were 39,279, 38,459, and 36,605 in the 
last three years. 

The total output of unsubsidised houses 
since the war had by March 31, 1933, reached 
240,234, i.e., over 61 per cent. of all post-war 
houses, subsidised and unsubsidised (390,705). 
Of the houses built in the last half-year no 
less than 87 per cent. were built without 
subsidy. Unfortunately, private enterprise 
caters hardly at all for the poorer classes, and 
only 1,246 of the 19,861 unsubsidised houses 
built in the last half-year are in London 
County, where the pool of small houses is 
most in need of augmentation. 

Included in the 19,861 new houses are 329 
built by local authorities without subsidy, the 
chief contributors being Westminster, 140; 
Southwark, 50; Croydon, 49; and Chiswick, 
48 


The largest batches of private houses built 
without subsidy in the half-year were Bexley, 
1,285; Sidcup, 1,244; Ealing, 1,168: Hendon, 
772: and Hornchurch, 757. 


Total Output of Smal! Houses. 


To arrive at the building trade’s total post- 
war output of small houses we must add to 
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the figures given above the figures of houses 
built in improvement and _ reconstruction 
schemes under Part II of the 1925 Housing 
Act. Up to the end of March, 1933, these 
totalled 5,045, of which 73 were completed in 
the last six months. The total output of 
small houses since the war is thus 395,750, 
and may be analysed as follows :

Against these numbers added to the pool of 
small dwellings should be set the number of 
dwellings demolished since the war. There 
is, however, no complete record of these; all 
that is known is that 5,045 and 439 of the 
new dwellings were erected to replace some 
greater number demolished in schemes under 
the 1925 and 1930 Housing Acts respectively. 
The number of other dwellings demolished 
sir ce the war in the ordinary course of rede- 
velopment in central London must run into 
many thousands. For London County alone 
it was put at about 9,000 by the Rent Re 
striction Committee in 1931; but since then 
redevelopment has been greatly accelerated. 


London Compared ‘with Birmingham, 
Liverpool and Manchester. 

The figures in Birmingham, Liverpool, and 
Manchester corresponding to the 12.9 subsi- 
dised houses per thousand of population built 
up to March 31, 1933, by the local authori- 
ties of London are 38.7,27 and 22.5 respec 
tively. For every home provided by the local 
authorities of London per thousand of popu 
lation the northern cities have provided 
Birmingham, 3; Liverpool, 2.1; and Man 
chester, 1.75 homes per thousand. 


In aggregate output of municipal and pri- 
vate enterprise together, the greater activity 
of private enterprise in London tells heavily 
in improving London's position relatively te 
the northern cities. Here London’s average 
of 48 houses per thousand of population is 
well above the 46 of the whole country, and 
about one-third above the 36 at Liverpool and 
35 at Manchester; but the figure for Reming 
ham, 55, is nearly 14 per cent. above that of 
London. 


In London well over two-thirds of the post 
war output of small houses has been contri 
puted by private enterprise; in the northern 
cities well over two-thirds by local authori 
ties. This means that the working classes get 
far more help from the housing subsidy in the 
North than in London; for few of the houses 
provided by private enterprise are available 
for any but the higher paid ranks of the 
working classes. 


Cost and Rent. 

The house-building contracts sanctioned b 
the Minister of Health during the last half- 
year were too few and too small to supply 
material for any useful comparison of costs. 
Only eight of the 122 local authorities gave 
out any contract for 40 houses or more, 

The nearest approach in cheapness to the 
£256 cottage in Dartford mentioned in the 
last review was in Twickenham, where 52 
cottages of average floor-area 756 sq. ft. are 
to be built at an average cost of £272 each. 
The most expensive of the new cottages are 


in Leyton—48 of 729 sq. ft. at £356. 


Flats in high blocks still cost over £500 
for construction alone, as a rule; but a Fins- 
burv contract for 119 flats of average floor 
area, 572 sq. ft. gives the exceptionally low 
cost of £418 per flat; and 30 flats in a 3-floor 
block in Willesden with average floor area 
591 sq. ft. are shown as costing only £349 
each. In both these cases it would be easy 
under the family-rebate system to bring 
most of the flats within reach of the poorer 
classes. 


As usnal, only a negligible proportion of 
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the small dwellings built in the half-year were 
let at rents of 12s. 6d. or less. The rents 
of 3-roomers built under the 1924 Act were, 
with one conspicuous exception, beyond the 
reach of the poorer classes. In Bethnal Green 
the lowest was 15s. 9d.; in Fulham it was 
15s.; in Battersea 14s. ¥d.; in Poplar 13s. 
The exception was in Edmonton, where the 
new 3-roomers are let at only lls. 9d., which 
not only covers rates, but includes ls. l}d 
for electric light. 

The L.C.C.’s new dwellings still include no 
3 roomer let at less than 16s. 11d. in Central 
London or 13s. in the suburbs. 


Position at March 31, 1933. 
The great majority of the 22,964 houses 


udded to the pool of small dwellings during 
the last half-year were by reason of their 
high rents of no use to the poorer classes. 
Only 3,324 of therm were municipal houses: 
only 2,617 of these 3,324 were available for 
residents of London County; and only 1,397 
of these 2,617 were situated within the 
County. Very few of these 1,397 were let 
at rents low enough to bring them within 
reach of the poorer classes; and these very 
few included some which, having only one 
bedroom, were unfit for any but the smallest 
families 

The addition of 22,964 houses to the pool 
of small houses could not fail to benefit the 
lower-middle and better-paid working classes, 
particularly in the suburbs. To that extent 
the housing position in Greater London was 
at the end of last half-year far better than 
at the beginning; but, as usual, unfortun 
ately, the six months’ campaign served only 
to worsen the position for the poorer classes, 
especially in Central London, by reason of 
the intensification of overcrowding that must 
result from depletion of the pool of cheap 
dwellings on decontrol of dwellings vacated 
in the series of moves which follow the ap 
pearance of each new house in the market. 


Census Disclosures. 

The 1931 Census disclosed two salient iacts 
showing that bad housing conditions in Cen 
tral London had been seriously aggravated in 
the years 1921-31 :— 

i. Of the total number of private families 
in London County, the percentage living in 
homes of 1, 2, or 3 rooms only, was in 
nearly every metropolitan borough higher 
in 1931 than in 1921. In the central 
boroughs only one out of every fow 
families has more than three rooms. 

ii. Although in 1931 overcrowding at 
more than two persons per room extended 
in nearly every borough to fewer families 
than in 1921, the more intense overcrowd- 
ing at more than three persons per room 
had become more widespread in the ten 
years. The population living more than 
three persons per room was 147,591 in 1921, 
but 150,130 in 1931, and few boroughs 
showed any very material improvement 
under this head 


Overcrowding 


Prospect. 


The aggravation of the London housing 
problem disclosed by comparison of the 1921 
and 1951 census figures is undoubtedly due 
to the scarcity of homes at rents of 12s. 6d. 
or less, and to the enhancement of rents on 
decontrol. The remedy is to enlarge the 
pool of cheap dwellings and to stop decontrol. 

H.M. Government have adopted the latte: 
remedy so far as the lower rented dwellings, 
other than sublet rooms, are concerned by 
amendment of the Rent Restriction Act, so as 
to defer decontrol until 1938 but concurrently 
they have withdrawn the Wheatley subsidy, 
the continuance of which might have induced 
some local authorities to undertake the task 
of supplying the overcrowded poorer classes 
with new dwellings in Central London, a task 
which private builders working for profit can 
not undertake. The prospect is therefore 
very black for the poorer classes living, in 
tensely overcrowded, outside the slums. 

In several boroughs preliminary steps to- 
wards declaring clearance areas were taken 
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during the half-year under review, and a con 
siderable advance in the declaration of clear 
ance areas may be expected in the nea! 
future under the new five-year programme; 
but it is a pity that there is not at least equal 
activity as regards providing new houses to 
which to transfer families from overcrowded 
rooms in tenemented buildings. In clearance 
schemes there is no nett addition to the 
general poo] of houses, since for every new 
dwelling provided there is one demolished. 
In other housing schemes each new dwelling 
is a real addition to that pool and, moreover, 
under good management, serves for the abate 
ment of overcrowding in two or more tene 
ments. 

The use of vacant rooms for the relief of 
severe overcrowding outside the slums does 
far more towards the solution of the 
London housing problem than the demo- 
lition of slums or the use of vacated 
rooms for the accommodation of families 
removed from rooms which are to be 
demolished or closed. The moral is that the 
local authorities should reserve at least half 
of the vacancies in their own dwellings for 
the working out of chains of relief for over- 
crowded outside areas scheduled under the 
1930 Act. Further, they should, in selecting 
tenants, give preference to applicants whose 
landlords will undertake to use the dwellings 
they vacate in prolongation of the chain of 
relief and not to increase their rent. 

It is a significant fact that among the few 
boroughs in which there was any material 
reduction of intense overcrowding (more than 
three persons in one room, more than seven in 
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two, more than ten in three) in 1921-31, fa: 
the best record is held by two in which fo: 
many years past several housing societies, 
working in co-operation with their borough 
councils, have rendered distinguished servic« 
towards abatement of overcrowding and other 
bad housing conditions. In Kensington, the 
population of intensely overcrowded families 
was reduced by 34 per cent., from 8,314 in 
1921 to 5,443 in 1931. In St. Pancras thers 
vas a 24 per cent. reduction, from 11,907 to 
9,010. 

Co-operation between housing societies and 
local authorities used in conjunction with the 
opportunities for moving well-to-do tenants 
out of cheap controlled ladies. which the 
amendment of the Rent Restriction Act has 
rendered feasible, opens up at last a prospect 
of substantial abatement of intense over- 
crowding outside the slums. What is wanted 
in London is a mass attack, not merely on 
the slums but on slum conditions wherever 
found, particularly on the intense overcrowd- 
ing of the worst type which is so widespread 
in Central London. e 

The anti-slum and the anti-overcrowding 
campaign should proceed pari passu; but 
pending provision of dwellings, old or new, 
for the particular families who need reliei 
from bad housing at rents which they can 
afford, demolition should be confined as far as 
practicable to structures that are getting dan 
gerous; and vacancies in cheap dwellings 
should be utilised to provide housing not only 
in slum clearance schemes. but also for fami- 
lies in urgent need of relief from bad housing 
conditions outside the slums. 


NEW PUBLIC WORKS 


The recent campaign for the building of 
smal] houses, chiefly to rehouse slum 
dwellers, has already resulted in many build- 
ing schemes being mooted. Although, for the 
most part, speculative builders still prefer to 
build middle-class houses, where they can no 
doubt get a quicker return for their money, 
there is nevertheless considerable activity by 
local utility societies and private owners. All 
this increased building work has given rise 
to a huge demand for more and more 
material and especially for such cheaper 
qualities as can be used for small cot- 
tages. In this connection, a correspondent, 
who has knowledge of several sources of out- 
put in the Midlands, complains that 
as the demand for certain materials increases, 
then the prices rise. Bricks, for instance, 
have been increased 5s. per thousand, and 
other commodities have also risen in price. 
Another complaint is that some manufac- 
turers of building materials make a habit of 
promising quick delivery of goods, and then 
the architect or builder finds after he has 
given an order that some unforeseen delay 
occurs and that ‘it will be 14 or 21 days 
before delivery can be given.’ ”’ ;

Birmingham.

Cavity Walls. 

Sin,—The articles in Zhe Builder, unde: 
the heading of ‘‘ Minor Problems of Construc- 
tion and Repair,’’ have greatly interested me, 
and I shall be glad to have your contributor’s 
opinion on the old question of Cavity Walls, 
as | am a believer in the cavity wall if it is 
properly ventilated from the inside, the cavity 
carefully cleaned and a vertical slate damp 
course is introduced up the frames. It has 
been suggested to me by a gentleman of ex- 
perience that it makes a better job to fill the 
cavity with waterproofed fine concrete. I am 
reluctant to do this, and should be glad of an 
expert opinion. W. 8. K. 

*,’ Our contributor, ‘‘ Building Surveyor,” 
writes as follows :— 

‘The Building Research Station has stated 
that it has no record of damp having pene- 
trated a properly constructed cavity wall, but 
as you pointed out in a leading article, it is 
most difficult to ensure that cavity walls shall 
be properly constructed. Your correspondent 
may depend on getting a good job by adopting 
the islloing method : Get the work up to 
damp-course level all round. Lay four 
courses of facing bricks in mortar. Parge the 
inside with waterproofed cement mortar. 
Back up with common bricks, preferably laid 
in waterproofed cement mortar, raked out as 
the work proceeds as a key for plastering. He 
may then, if he considers it necessary, put 
in wall ties bedded in cement mortar, er 
should on no account use headers. 

If he will turn to page 1058 of The 
Builder for June 30 he will see that experi- 
ments are tending to confirm the teachings of 
tradition. It is shown that the moisture does 
not usually penetrate either the bricks or the 
mortar, but travels through the spaces left by 
reason of imperfect adhesion of the mortar to 
the bricks. Generally these spaces result 
from the bricks being too dry when laid, and 
the old-time clerk of works was careful to see 
that they were wetted.

The Geneva Buildings. 

Mr. H. Wutiams asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether Le wae 
aware of the failure of British firms to obtain 
a proportionate share of the contracta involved 
in the construction of the League of Nations 
buildings at Geneva; that the specification for 
the electrical installation required certain of 
the equipment to be the products of certain 
German and Swiss firms and that these firms 
refused to supply this equipment to British 
contractors, so that it waa impossible for 
British contractors to tender for this installa- 
tion; and what steps he proposed to take in 
the matter. 

Sir J. Simon said he was aware that the 
contracts for the new buildings at Geneva had 
not been awarded to firms of different 
nationality on the basis of the amount 
annually contributed to the expenses of the 
League by the various countries. As regarded 
the second part of the question, he was in- 
formed that in the allocation of contracts no 
discrimination had been made between firms 
on grounds of nationality, and that nothing 
prejudicial to British firms hai been inten- 
tionally incorporated in the specifications. As 
to the particular case referred to, he was 
prepared to make further inquiries. 


LAW REPORT 


Suorepitcu Country Court. 
3efore JupGcE Srurcess. 
AN ELECTRICAL CONTRACT: 
NON-COMPLETION. 
Elsdon v. Rose. 


In the Shoreditch County Court, some time 
ago, a firm of electrical engineers and building 
contractors sought to recover £7 15s. 3d. for 
electrical work carried out at a flat. The 
defence filed was that the plaintiff had not 
completed his contract, and that as soon as 
he did so he would be paid. 

Mr. Kelly appeared as counsel for the 
plaintiff, who gave evidence to the effect that 
he received the contract to do this electrical 
work, but could not carry it out because the 
defendant desired wiring done which neces- 
sitated him going into the flat above the de- 
fendant’s. That tenant refused him access, 
which did not surprise him, and the de- 
fendant refused to allow him to carry it out 
in the only alternate way it was possible to 
do it. 

The defendant gave evidence to the effect 
that the plaintiff could have concluded the 
contract if he had chosen, but he had gone 
off and left his work unfinished. 

Judge Sturgess said this was rather im- 
portant, from the point of view of elec- 
tricians and builders, as to what they had to 
do when met with difficulties of this descrip- 
tion. If they made a contract they were 
bound in law to carry it ont, but in this case 
the defendant had asked for it to be carried 
out in a way that it was impossible to do. 
In ordinary circumstances the amount of a 
contract could not be sued for unless it was 
completed, but if the non-completion was the 
fault of the defendant himself, then the 
plaintiffs were entitled to a quantum meruit. 
He should give judgment for the plaintiff for 
£7 10s. met. costs, but there was an obliga- 
tion for the plaintiff to complete the contract 
if given an opportunity, and if the defendant 
did give him that opportunity and the plain- 
tiff did not complete the contract, the de- 
fendant could come back to this court and ask 
for the £7 10s. back again, which he had been 
ordered to pay.

ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—VI. 


By JOHN RAYWOOD 


SMALL JOB FINANCE. 

Comparatively few builders, when they 
first set up in business, own or are in command 
of a large capital, and even after a number of 
years of successful effort the amount of free 
apital available may not be considerable. 
Machinery now fills such an important réle 
that the builder finds himself at a consider- 
able disadvantage without it, and for a long 
time a high percentage of his gross profits 
wili be devoted to procuring machines and 
adding to his general plant. In the smaller 
towns he may also be required to carry a not 
inconsiderable amount of stock. The frequent 
result is that the bank overdraft is necessarily 
resorted to and drains away a iarge part of 
his gross earnings. It is believed that had 
architects a more intimate knowledge of the 
average builder's financial burdens they would 
be more responsive to the not unreasonable 
request that has from time to time been made 
n respect to retention monies. It has been 
often proposed that retention money should, 
with proper safeguards, be put on deposit so 
that the builder should have the advantage of 
its earnings; and the investment of it in “ gilt- 
edged ’’ securities would present no insuperable 
difficulty, and would yield a better return. 

From many points of view it is undesirable 
that the percentage of retention monies should 
be lowered, for it is essential that the interests 
of the client should be fully protected, and it 
is only reasonable that when a number of 
builders tender in competition they should all 
be put on the same terms. This matter has, 
however, an important bearing on a question 
which is often asked as to the amount of 
capital that should be available to a beginner. 
It is @ question that cannot receive a Tefinite 
answer, for so much will depend on circum- 
stances that vary widely as between one in- 
dividual and another. It may, however, be 
useful to set out the position as it is often 
found in relation to, say, a £20,000 job. 
Having regard to the difference ia costs as 
between the present and the pre-war periods, 
such a job is not a very large one, but the 
amount of capital required is much greater 
than would have been the case when the same 
volume of work would have cost less than half 
as much money, and would have had allotted 
for its performance perhaps twice as much 
time. 

Turning up the quantities for a typical job 
of about this size, carried out under an official 
architect who, having once experienced the 
effects of a builder’s bankruptcy in the middle 
of the job, is now very cautious, we find the 
following stipulations bearing on finance :— 
a The work is to be completed in nine months 

under penalty. 

+ Builder is to find surety in £2,000. 

e Payment is to be certified at the rate of 

per cent. until the amount of retention 
av reaches £1,000, and thereafter in 
ull. 

d Certificates to be issued monthly and hon- 
oured in not longer than 28 days. 

e Retention money to become payable as to 
£500 on completion of the work, and the 
remaining £500, subject to satisfactory 
maintenance, six months later. 

A number of minor stipulations do not bear 
directly on our present subject, and are not 
in need of special mention. 

On a job of this size a builder would re- 

quire to find some £2,000 of free capital of 
his own, or to pay for the use of such a 
sam; for £1,000 will be locked up in reten- 
tion money, and at least £1,000 will be re- 
quired for the wages of the month and for 
other cash payments that must be made. To 
this has to be added capital locked up in 
‘is general plant and equipment. 
It does not necessarily follow from what 
has been so far said that a beginner must 
nave upwards of £2,000 capital; but he 
should confine himself to quite small jobs 
anne: he can finance the larger ones without 
savy borrowing. 


Overhead Charges. 

It is of great importance to the builder 
that he should know with some degree of 
exactness what proportion his overhead 
charges bear to his total annual turnover. 
They vary, of course, as between one firm 
and another, but not, it is thought, to the 
extent that is sometimes supposed, or at all 
events not where the bulk of the work done 
is obtained by tendering. The beginner is 
apt to underestimate the amount of his over- 
head charges, for at the outset he rarely 
enlists the services of an accountant to 
straighten out the figures for him periodic- 
ally. Nearly always the value of unfinished 
work has to be taken into consideration, and 
unless accurate prime costs are available this 
is likely to be over-estimated. Where the 
prime-cost book is kept up to date, most 
builders have at some time or other been 
unpleasantly surprised at the cost of finish- 
ing a job when nearing completion. 

Builders’ tools and loose plant depreciate 
in value at a very rapid rate, and under 
this heading overhead charges are often 
much heavier than they are commonly sup- 
posed to be. Space cannot be spared to give 
a typical detailed account of a builder’s on 
costs or overhead charges, but an anditor of 
experience puts them at about ten per cent. 
of total turnover, and states that in some 
businesses they are considerably higher. 
From this it follows that if gross profits are 
15 per cent., net earnings will not exceed 
five. If the business has to be financed by 
overdraft or capital borrowed, the interest 
payable has to be added to overhead charges, 
and net income is still further reduced. 


Sub-Contractors. 

Despite the arrangements come to under 
the current authorised conditions of contract, 
as to the reservation of a cash discount on 
prime cost and provisional sums, there are 
many architects who insist on their being 
treated as net, as under the older form. It 
is the smaller builder who, as a rule, is hit 
by this, for the bigger men can look after 
themselves. Generally, it is clearly stated 
that those tendering are to add to such sums 
the amount of profit required, but during the 
past few years, to add anything wonld almost 
always result in the tender being placed too 
high. A builder is not, however, bound to 
extend to specialists, or the architect’s nomi- 
nated sub-contractors, any better terms of 
payment than he himself receives. Often, 
however, the sub-contractor’s offer recites 
the terms of payment expected. and some- 
times quite a lot of other conditions as well. 
Such terms and conditions should be re- 
sisted, and confirmation of orders be refused 
until they are bronght into line with those 
of the main contract. Of late years there 
has been a marked tendency to increase the 
amount of work given to nominated sub- 
contractors, without fully relieving the 
builder from responsibility for this part of 
the work. 


Application for Certificates. 

There is seldom any difficulty about the 
first certificate, and it has been known to 
come to hand without any application being 
made for it. But later on certificates are not 
infrequently made out for lesser amounts than 
those to which a builder considers himself to 
be entitled. From time to time, builders 
ask whether they are not entitled to have the 
quantity surveyor come on to the job, and 
have it measured up, in order to ascertain 
the true amount of progress made. Such a 
proceeding on jobs of the size here discussed 
would be unusnal. When a builder asks for a 
certificate for a payment on account, his 
prime cost book should be brought up to date, 
for, unless he is losing money, it will guide 
him as to the amount of progress made. If 
the discrepancy between the cost of the work 
and the certificates issued is considerable, 
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there is something wrong. Where quantities 
are provided the calculation of the value of 
the work done is not a matter of great diffi- 
culty to an experienced estimator. Until the 
half way mark is passed, his estimate should 
be of the amount of work done, and after- 
wards of work still to be done. The priced 
quantities should be taken to the job and read 
over item by item and compared with the 
work done. A statement should be made that 
in detail follows the quantities, with a mar- 
ginal note as to the pages on which the items 
are to be found. Elaboration is then unneces- 
sary, as long as the claim is made clear. For 
instance, if all the work set out on a page of 
the quantities has been completed, it is only 
necessary to say so in the statement of claim. 
If there is an odd item not yet done, then the 
statement would read, say : Page 22, all items 
completed except so es so, £——. Copies 
should be kept for future use, and on the 
next statement the claim against page 22 
would, perhaps, read as completed. 

Where proper quantities are not prepared, 
the most satisfactory way is to agree in ad- 
vance the stages at which payment will be- 
come due, and their amounts. At one time this 
method was commonly followed, and the stages 
to be reached and amount of payments then 
to be made were recited at some length in 
the contract agreement. 

On very big jobs the quantity surveyor and 
the builder’s estimating surveyor may have 
to meet and agree the amount that should 
be certified; and, though the architect is not 
thereby bound, there would need tc be strong 
— for refusal to act on the figures arrived 
at. 


Final Accounts. 


Though it is not until the work is finally 
completed that accounts are usually made up, 
it is often a good plan to keep the architect 
fully informed as the work proceeds of all 
claims the amounts of which are known, or 
can be readily ascertained. It is especially 
important to do so in respect of any work 
which will be covered in, or will later become 
difficult to trace. Many builders are rather 
timid about making early claims for extras, 
where their only authorisation is a working 
drawing or detail. It is but fair to make 
these claims in good time, so that the archi-- 
tect may, if thought fitting, modify the 
details out of which the claims arise. On 
the other hand, some architects endeavour to 
suppress such claims by stipulating that if 
prior notice is not given they will not be 
entertained. Such a stipulation is contrary 
to standard conditions of contract, and is of 
little value, but in any case it offends against 
the instincts of those who have a_ keen 
regard for fair play. As far as is reason- 
ably possible, the amount of claims for 
extras for any but very small amounts 
should be made known to the architect as 
early as possible. 

Claims for deficiencies in quantities should 
be notified direct to the surveyor as soon as 
any important error is discovered. In many 
cases such are due to typographical errors or 
to slips in billing. Sometimes the estimator 
** spots ’’ them while he is pricing the bills, 
but, in these rush days, at so late a stage that 
notification of them cannot be circulated in 
time for a general correction to be made. If 
as the work proceeds it is carefully compared 
with the quantities it will generally be found 
that the differences are so small as not to be 
worth bothering about, except it be a matter 
arising out of clerical error. 


The worst account to handle from a 
builder’s point of view is that where the 
estimates are rather higher than anticipated, 
and the architect receives a general instruc- 
tion to proceed, but to pare down the cost 
where possible. The builder then gets a pile 
of variation orders requiring him to omit this, 
that, and the other, and to substitute some 
thing cheaper. Generally his views as to the 
amount saved will differ from those of the 
architect, and in some cases wisely so. Some- 
times this tells heavily against a builder who 
has already put in a very low price, for 
though he may carry his point if sufficiently 
determined, he seldom finds that strong 
action will pay him in the long run. 
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RENT RESTRICTION : 
POSSESSION 


A case, Reidy and Others v. Walker and 
Others, was briefly reported in T'he Times, 
March W, which, it was said, raised a point 
under the Rent Restriction Acts which had 
not before come up for decision. The 
plaintifis were two ladies who, in 1928, had 
purchased a cottage, as trustees for a religious 
body, with the object of using the site for 
the extension of an existing hostel for girls. 
Sir Emery Walker had been tenant of the 
cottage for some years before 1912, but in 
that year the firm of Emery Walker and Co. 
had been incorporated as a limited company, 
and the tenancy had been transferred to that 
firm by assignment, but from the statement 
of facts it appears the cottage had since been 
in the occupation of a caretaker of the 
firm. Notice to quit had been given, ter- 
minating the contractual tenancy, and the 
firm were in the position of statutory tenants. 
it has no real bearing in law upon the case, 
but the report states that Sir Emery Walker 
desired to preserve the cottage from being 
pulled down, as it had architectural and his- 
toric interest, having been used by William 
Morris in his fine art printing. ‘lhe County 
Court Judge had given judgment for the de- 
fendants in the claim for possession, and this 
Was an appeal to a Divisional Court. The 
Divisional Court reversed this judgment on 
the authority of Skinner v. Geary (1931, 2 
K.B., 546; The Builder, September 18, 
1931), relying upon expressions in the judg- 
ment of Lord Justice Scrutton to the effect 
that the Rent Acts did not protect a tenant 
who was not in occupation of a house, in the 
sense that the house was his home, to which, 
although he might be absent for a time, he 
intended to return. It was held that, even had 
Sir Emery himself been the tenant, with a 
caretaker in possession, in the circumstances 
he would not have been entitled to protection 
from the Acts, and therefore a limited com- 
pany could not be entitled to protection. 
This would seem sufficient to dispose of the 
case, but Mr. Justice Acton is reported as 
intimating that no limited company could be 
described as the tenants of a house which 
was their house (sic as reported but 
query ‘ home ”’) and to which they intended 
to return. Our former note on Skinner vw. 
Geary was founded on the decision of the case 
by a Divisional Court, which, however, was 
accepted by the majority of the Court of 
Appeal adopting the principle expressed in 
Haskins v. Lewis (1931, 2 K.B., 1; The 
Builder, September 18, 1931). The principle 
laid down in those two cases is that 
to obtain the protection of the Acts the 
tenant must be in personal occupation or 
actual possession of the premises, actual 


Possession being apparently interpreted as 
meaning retaining possession with the inten- 
tion of occupying the premises within a 
reasonable period. Light is thrown on this 
question by a passage from the judgment of 


Lord Justice Slessor in Skinner Geary : ‘‘ In 
this case the County Court Judge has found 
@s a iact that the appellant Geary is not in 
actual occupation, that those who were in 
act occupation were not there to preserve 
the house as a residence for him, and that 
: ' not intend to return to the house in 

: occupy it.’”’ In the case we are

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NEW INVENTIONS 


A New Fire Flue. 


We were recently afforded an opportunity 
of inspecting a new flue which may solve the 
problem of successfully utilising coke in an 
ordinary open grate without fear of fumes. 
The inventor has spent over forty years in 
the building industry, and has designed a flue 
which, though simple in construction, has 
been caretulily piauned aud tested and gives 
results which are remarkable. A rectangular 
outlet in combination with a cool-air cham- 
ber are the principal features of the flue, for 
which the following advantages are claimed : 
Successful use for carbonised fuel ; absence of 
down-draught; the prevention of fume- 
emission into the room; the even distribution 
of heat; purification of air in the room 
through constant, even ventilation, and, last, 
but not least important, a bright, smokeless 
fire. The inventor, who empioys coke fires 
throughout his own house, was able to demon- 
strate successfully the truth of these claims 
(several of them, including the combustion of 
the carbon monoxide’ tumes, being seli- 
evident), and it appears that the flue, which 
though patented is not yet on the market, 
showd conter a great boon upon the occupants 
of council houses, through the use of cheap 
coke instead of coal, and upon the world at 
large through a diminution of smoke- 
emission. We understand that the flue can 
be put into any existing fireplace without 
much displacement. 


Window Protection Device. 


A display of an invention for preventing 
“* smash-and-grab"’ raids was given at the 
United Engineers’ Club, 46, Grosvenor- 
gardens, S.W.1, under the auspices of the 
Institute of Patentees (Inc.). The number 
of these raids has increased to such an extent 
during the last few years that insurance 
companies hesitate to accept the risk, and, 
in fact, some companies will not accept it. 
The premium has risen from 5s. per cent. to 
30s. per cent., which will give some indica- 
tion of the gravity of the situation. It is 
claimed that the invention entirely eliminates 
risk of loss through a smash-and-grab raid. 
The invention consists of two smoke bombs 
and an ammonia bomb, which are instan- 
taneously fired the moment the window is 
smashed. The smoke entirely masks the con- 
tents of the window, and the ammonia drives 
back the raider. The bombs can be fixed in 
any position, and therefore should a jeweller, 
for instance, wish to place in his window an 
especially valuable and attractive article he 
can arrange his bombs adjacent. The whole 
apparatus is worked off the ordinary electric 
circuit, a small red pilot light in the 
window indicating that the apparatus is set. 
A blue light outside the window or inside 
the shop will advise the police or the owner 
that the apparatus is in working order. If 
the blue light is not working it is a definite 
indication that the apparatus has been 
tampered with or is not functioning. In 
addition to the bombs a powerful siren also 
comes into operation outside, accompanied 
by a flashing red light. This siren can be 
heard at least a quarter of a mile in any 
direction. The cost of the apparatus is such 
that it is stated that a rebate of from 15 
per cent. to 20 per cent. on insurance will 
go a long way to cover the cost of installa- 
tion. The demonstration was remarkably 
successful, the action of the bombs and siren 
being actually instantaneous, as far as could 
be judged. 


Tap Improvements. 

The object of a tap introduced by Mr. 
S. H. Price, ‘‘ Fairview,” Jective-road, 
Putney, S.W., is that the washer can be 
conveniently changed, when worn, without 
shutting off the supply. It saves the 
emptying of storage tanks, etc., or what- 
ever the source of supply. The device is 
self-contained in the tap, and the supply is 
automatically closed as the cover is un- 
screwed to replace the worn washer. _The 
idea applies to bath taps, basin taps, bib or 
stopcocks—in fact, any tap utilising a 
jumper and washer. The necessity of 
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changing a worn washer with this tap is 
simplicity itself, and can be done by the 
ordinary householder, as no skill is required 
whatever. 

The improved tap comprises a housing or 
body formed in the usual manner, with @ 
valve seating adapted to be engaged by a 
disc valve. This valve is adapted to be 
pressed into engagement with the valve 
seating by an enlarged screw-threaded por- 
tion tormed on the .ower end of the spindle 
and supported by a gland member screwed 
into the housing. <A separate gland is also 
provided surrounding the spindie, where it 
passes through the member. The base of 
tne housing is provided with a substantially 
cylindrical chamber extending up to the 
main valve seating. Within this chamber 
is disposed a bail which can engage an 
annular seating disposed immediately below 
the main vaive seating, but is prevented 
from so doing whilst the main valve is posi- 
tioned by a projection which engages the 
ball and holds it away from the annular 
seating. When, therefore, the gland member, 
the disc vaive and the spindle are 
removed, the pressure of water behind 
the ball forces it on to the annular 
seating, so that no water can pass. 

The tap (Patent No. 376,628) has been 
thoroughly tested and approved by authori- 
ties, which include the Metropolitan Water 
Board.
